Note and Comment. 


‘The ‘Toronto Globe says editori- 
ally : 

“Mr. Francis W. Galbraith, for 
inany years editor of ‘The Mercury 
of Guelph, Ontario, has assumed 
control of the Alberta Advocate, 
Red Deer, Alberta. Mt. Galbraith 
was one of Guelph’s best. citizens 
and should be a strong factor in 
Canadianizing the great West,” 

Mr. Galbraith is a most capable 
journalist and a distinct acquisition 
to Alberta newspaperdom but ve 
doubt if he takes his mission quite 
as seriously as the Globe man 
would lead us to believe. One 
would gather from the Globe's par- 
agraph that western Canadians 
were a lot of heathen who needed 
evangelizing from the cast, As a 
matter of fact, in no part of the Do- 
ininion is a more intelligent Canadi- 
an citizenship tobe found. The man 
who comes out from the east with 
the idea of bringing enlightenment 
where all has been darkness here- 
tofore is liable to suffer some severe 
jolts. 

Inthe address in the debate on 
the speech from the throne, de- 
livered by Senator Lougheed of 
Calgary, the leader of the Conser- 
vatine yagi’. in the Upper Cham- 
ber, there was the following sig- 
nificant passage : 

“f presume’ he sald “there is no law 
which will compel the Liberal party to 
observe the virtue of consistency between 
profession and practice, yet | would ven- 
ture to say that public ethics should re- 
quire such consistency on the part of any 
great political party. I venture to ex- 
press the hope that the tariff measure 
will contain provisions which will enable 


the government lo prevent the formation 
of trusts and combinations which so 


often grow out of undue and unhealthy 
protection, [also venture to hope that 
owing to the development of the western 
provinces, the government will adjust 
the tariff in such a way as to favor the 
agricultural industry in the west, and 
the many industries incidental to the 
settlement of that great country. There 
cannot be a properly revised tariff that 
does not take into consideration the 
dominant requirements of the country 
generally." 

The tariff as brought down did 
afford a trifling relief and inasmuch 
as the west recognized the tremen- 
dous influences which were al work 
to add to its burdens, it was nol 
disposed to grumble unduly. But 
it is nevertheless true that the in- 
consistency to which Senator 
Lougheed refers still exists. Less 
than three years before he was re- 
turned to power Sir Wilfrid) Tau- 
rier declared that if his party were 
successful at the polls it would 
“relieve the people of protection, | 
which is a fraud, a delusion and a 
robbery.’ His description of the 
principle still applies but he and | 
his colleagues have done little: 
to relieve the people of it, ‘They 
content. themselves with pointing 
out that it has not been applied in| 
Canada to the extent that it has | 
in some other countries, notably 
across tie line,

STr Robert Giffen, the eminent 
British economist, writing tn the 
fAncewlopedia = Britannica tells of a 
conversation which he had with Sir 
John in 1882, In which the latter ad- 
mitted thal protection in Canada was 
indefenstble on econonc grounds, We 
was frankly an opportunist. But if 
he were alive and in Mr, Borden’s 
position today, with the party in its 
present weak and disorganized state, 
and with the west slowly but surely 
acquiring the balance of power, 
would he not use all his influence 
to bring the party’s policy in line 
with his convictions? ‘There is 
nothing surer than that if Mr Mac- 
kenzie in 1878 had come out asa 
protectionist, Sir John would 
have come out as a free trader. 
‘Today the Liberals are fully main- 
taining the principle of protection. 
Is it good politics for Sir John’s 
successors merely to follow in their 
opponents’ wake? By coming out 
for a general lowering of the tariff, 
Mr Borden would soon take the 
party out of the rut in which it at 
present finds itself, and give it the 
support of the mass of independent 
voters. He would alienate some of 
the financial magnates now behind 
him. But he would do this by any 
progressive policy. When he de- 
clared a few years ago for more 
effective public control of the new 
transcontinental railway, they did 
not take long to range themselves 
in opposition to his ideas. Such 
a step as we have suggested would 
be quite as good politics as that 
which Sir John took in 1878. It 
would, in addition, be an act of 
real statesmanship. With the vast 
areas of fertile territory to be 
opened up in the next few years, 
every unnecessary burden should 
be taken off the consumer, ‘There 
is no doubt what Senator TLough- 
eed’s personal opinions are, Here’s 
strength to his elbow in the task 
of bringing his associates around 
to lis views !

A notice in the Camrose Mail, 
signed by J. A. M. Aikins, K.C., 
chief solicitor of the C.P.R., in- 
dicates that the C.P.R. proposes to 
construct a branch from that town 
to Strathcona to shorten its Iéd- 
monton-Winnipeg via Saskatoon 
line’ ‘That this spur line would be 
built, instead of going around by 
Welaskiwn, which would be much 
longer, was a foregone conclusion, 
but it was thought that the diver- 
sion would take place at Sedgwick, 
to the east of Daysland. ‘That 
Sedgwick will, however, be an im- 
portant point there is little reason 
to doubt.
